THE SESSION. 

The eonference committee, co nstituted in 
this peculiar and unprecedented manner, 
was not completed until 2 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, when Mr. Morrill, the anxious Chair- 
man of the Senate branch, mustered his twof 
recruits, Mahone and McDill, and ushered 
them to the committee-room, where another 
hour was spent in drumming up the ab- 
sen tees. 

The committee had attempted to hold a 
session during the morning, but Mr. Carlisle, 
the only representative on the conference 
from either ; branch whom the Democrats 
recognize as belonging to their party, made 
the pofnt that the conference could not pro- 
ceed until the Senate branch, consisting o 
five members, was present, as the point that 
a quorum of three would satisfy the require- 
ments of the resolution would not hold. The 
Senate, he said, appointed five conferees, not 
three. 

After some deliberation Mr. Morrill held 
the point good, and the conference adjourned 
to await the curious proceedings which sub- 
sequently were developed in the Senate. 

From that time on the conference held a 
continuous session until 7 o’clock in the 
evening. 

NO AGREEMENT. 

The result of the progress to that time was 
not only that no agreement had been 
reached, but that there was little prospect of 
an agreement. The attempt of the House 
conferees last night to increase the rates 
had succeeded. upon a few articles in the 
chemical schedule, but the {House conferees 
were not to have their own way entirely, for 
when the steel and iron schedule was reached 
the members of the Senate branch refused 
to consent to the increase that was proposed. 

Before the consideration of the ‘metal 
schedule had been comipleted six radical 
points of difference had been disclosed, and, 
although a second injunction of secrecy was 
imposed upon the members of the confer- 
ence committee, it was ascertained that there 
was very little hope that an agreement could 
bereached. The points of difference were 
understood to relate to iron-ore, crucible 
steel, taggers’ iron, and various classifica- 
tious of the steel schedule. It was thought, 
however, that, if an agreement could be 
reached upon the metal schedule, there 
would be little difficulty in harmonizing as 
to the rest of the bill, as the differences in 
the woolen schedule were not very great. 
It appears that in the other schedules of the 
bill there will be very little opposition, and 
the conference committee will be enabled to 
rapidly pass over them. 

Warned of the rapid flight of time and the 
approach of the end of the Congress, the 
committee, early in the morning, sent for the 
engrossing clerks of the two Houses to be in 
readiness to engross such portions of the 
schedules as might be agreed upon.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—[ * 
The Senate passed a very busy day in the 
consideration of the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill, and made rapid progress. Rapid 
progress is necessary, for there remain but 
two more days of the session, and thére are 
yet six appropriation bills unfinished pend- 
ing between the two Houses, while, at 10 
o’clock tonight, the great Deficiency bill, 
over which some of the sharpest contests 
often arise, had not yet been taken up for 
consideration in the House.

The inextricabie fumble into which the 


| Senate tariff measure has been precipitated by 


irregular proceedings in the House was made 
*eonfusion worse contounded”’ by the with- 
drawal of Senators Beck and Bayard from 
the conference committee, and the substitu- 
tion in their place of Senators Mahone and 
MeDiil, leaving the Democratic Senators 
without representation. This unusual action. 
was based upoh an assumed infraction on 
the prerogatives of the Senate in the adop- 
tion by the House . a resolution which read 
as follows: 

Waenreas, In the o “anton of this House it is 
believed that such changes and alterations are 
in conflict with the ‘trae purpose and intendon 
of the Constitution, which requires that afi bills 
for raising revenue shall originate in the House 


f KHepresentatives; therefore 
’ Resolved, That, if this bill “shail be referred to 


a committee of conference, it 2 be the duty 
of the conference on the part of the House on 
said committee to consider fully the constitu- 
tional objections to said bill, as amended by the 
Senate, herein referred to, and to bring the 
same, together with the opinion of the House in 
regard thereto, before said committee of con- 
ference, and, if necessary in their opinion, after 
having conferred with the Senate conferees, 

— conferees on said committee may make re- 
port to the House in regard to the obj ections to 
said bill herein referred to. 

Messrs. Beck and Bayard seem to have 
humored themselves in an unwarranted de- 
gree of punctilio by resenting personally the 
instructions of the above resolutions which 
were addressed to the House conferees. The 
subject had been considered in the Senate. 
Mr. Garland and others were disposed to 
treat the House resolution as an insult to the 
Senate, and were in favor of reconsidering 
the vote whereby the Senate had authorized 
the conference. After considerabie discus- 


sion, a resolution was adopted which Mr. In- 


| galls proposed to the effect that the confer- 


ence should be full and free, and instructing 
the Senate conferees to retire and report to 
the Senate if they found that any limitation 
was placéd by the House on the action of the 
conference committee. But the very first 


‘thing done by the committee was to adopta 


resolution stating ‘that the resolution of the 
House was not a limitation upon a full and 
free conference. Thereupon Messrs. Beck 
and Bayard withdrew. Their action was 
clearly a non sequitur. When the conference 
agreed not to be restrained in any manner 
by the House resolution, but by their consid+ 
eration of the bill to admit the full right of 
the Senate to make the amendments which 
constitute the bill in the main, then there 
was no further occasion for resentment on 
the paft of the Senate. Certainly two Sen- 
ators had no right, acting upon their own 
motion, to secede from the conference, and 
deprive the Senate of its proper representa- 
tion, when both a majority of tle conference 


and a majority of the Senate part of the con- | 


ference agreed that nothing should interfere 
with a full and free consideration of the bill. 

So tar as a constitutional qugstion was in- 
volved as to the right of the Senate to amend 
a House bill originating revenue measures, 
the resolution adopted by the House was 
clearly oyt ot place. Mr. Proctor Knott, of 
Kentucky, exposed in a very brief speech 
the fallacy of denying the Senate’s right, 
and explained clearly the difference between 
the English and American practice in regard 
to revenue bills. The Constitution of the 
United States provides explicitiy (Art. I., 
Sec: 7) that All bills for raising revenue 
shall originate in the House of Kepresenta- 
tives, but the Senate may propose or concur 
with amendments as onother bills.” There 
does not seem to be any opportunity for con- 
troversy over the meaning of that sentence. 
If the House had taken any action calculated 
to abridge the right of the Senate as defined 
by the Constitution, then it would have been 
entirely proper for the Senate to resent such 
interference; but where there was a com- 
plete guarantee that the conference should 
proceed without hindrance or prejudice two 
individual Senators certainly had no author- 
ity to organize a practical protest by retiring 
from theconference. ‘Their conduct savored 
too much of the secession doctrine which 
their party has vainly endeavored to yinai- 
cate in the past. 

It is more than probable that both Beck 
and Bayard were guided by partisan con- 
siderations in their Quixotic movement. As 
Democrats both are willing that tariff legis- 
lation should fail in the present (Republican) 
Congress. Beck is also willing te assist such 
failure because he is a free trader, and be- 
cause the measure likely to be matured in 
conference will make but small, if any, con- 
cession to the revenue reformers. Bayard 
is the more willing because he is an advocate 
of protection, and the interests he represents 
preter on the whole that the tariff be lot 
alone. Hence their withdrawal from the 
conference, to which they would give the 
semblante of chivalry, was suggested rather 
by partisan and selfish considerations.

THE GOOD EFFECTS OF HIGH LICENSE. 

One of our contemporaries has interviewed 
Messrs. Chapin & Gore to ascertain their 
sentiments on the question of high license. 
The views expressed by Messrs, C. & G. are 
similar to those expressed by some of the 
others of their class. They personally care 
nothing about the matter, as the payment of 
$500 or $1,000 is nothing to them. They care 
nothing (for publication) for the wiping out 
of low doggeries, but they express an appre- 
hension (for publication) that the effect of 
high license would be to wipe out a number 
of small saloons, which they profess to class 
as poor but honest and respectable ” rum- 
holes, and are inclined, indeed, to regard as 
highly moral institutions, as saloons go. 
While a line may be drawn between liquor 
saloons, it simply reaches from the maximum 
to the minimum of vice, and none of them 
can boast of a standard of morality that 
pleads for their encouragement or myltipli- 
cation, or that warrant them in setting up as 
moral instructors forthe youth of Chicago. 
A young man starting out in any one of 
them, even the best, may be led eventually 
into the same road that emerges from the 
worst. 

Admit, however, that high license will 
wipe out some of the alleged moral and pious 
little rumshops. Is that a hardship? Admit 
that there are a dozen of these respectable 
and spiritual institutions about our lumber- 
yards guilty of no violent infractions of law. 
Even then would it not be better for the 
lumbermen and for their wives and families 
to reduce the number to three or four and 
save some of the wages of the laborers to 


apply, to the comforts and conveniences of 


home? Would it be any hardship for the 
eight moral and religious saloonkeepers who 
can’t pay a high license to go to work as 
moral lumber-shovers instead of shoving 
poison over their bars? ‘ Suppose that around 
a packing-house employing a thousand men 
there are twenty-five or thirty moral and 
and pious little hellholes, for that number 
can easily support themselves on the wages 
of those employed. Would it be any injus- 
tice to the men to reduce the number to ten 
and thereby reduce one-half the fighting and 
drunkenness, the poverty and misery, and the 
sufferings of the families of the workingmen ? 
These leeches that surround our manufactur- 
ing centres may be very moral abd very pious 
little bloodsuckers, but they are just as in- 
dustrious as the viler ones in absorbing the 
wages of workingmen and robbing families 
Of. support. If 75 per cent of them are shut 
up their owners can get employment at some 
honest and productive work fully as moral, 
pious, and respectable, so they will not suf- 
fer, while the condition of the workingman 
would be proportionately enhanced by the 
removal of three-quarters of the temptation 
to squander his earnings in the dramshops 
instead of spending it for the support of his 
wife and children. 

C. & G. say that high license would not 
close up all the vile doggeries and haunts of 
thieves; but it is not denied that a $500 li- 
cense would shut up a very large number of 
them, and that much of rottenness and iniq- 
uity would be wiped out. Those that re- 
mained would be under continual bonds to 
observe decency and order. In other words, 
they would be “suspects.” This has always 
been the effect of high license wherever 
tried. They would be closely watched by 
other dealers, by the authorities, and by the 
community in general, and lose their licenses 
when found breaking the law. When Messrs. 
Chapin & Gore were asked if there was re 
way of closing up these places of ill-repute 
their reply was: 


Why, of course there is. That is for the 
Mayor to do. He might order that no license be 
granted except to respectable parties, well 
recommended, and who give security t they 
will keep respectable piaces, besides forfeiting 
the license ot every place that does not carry on 
a respectable business. He could do it if he 
only would, and it is for him to do it, too. 


Yes, but he don’t do it and won’t doit 
under the low license system, and so long as 
the saloon interest figures so extensively in 
politics there is little hope that it ever will 


be done. It is the beauty of high license 


that it tends to change these vile dens into 

9 “ very moral, quiet little places which 

essrs. C. & G. so much admire, and for 
which they are so apprehensive. When a 
dramseller knows that if he allows rowdies 
and thugs to carouse and fight on his prem- 
ises; if he suffers his place to become a run- 
way for prostitutes; if he lets gamblers en- 
tice boys and countrymen in to fleece them; 
or ifhe harbors thieves, burglars, and sand- 
baggers, his license will be revoked, and that 
under some other name or by some other 
device it will cost him $500 more to get an- 
other license, he will keep his place quiet 
and orderly, and drive out the thugs, prosti- 
tutes, thieves, and hoodlums. He cannot 
afford to pay $500 fine every time 
the laws. 

With one-half or two-thirds these dens 
wiped out entirely, and the survivors de- 
pending for their existence upon their quiet- 
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In view of such a result as this, which high 
license has always effected where it has 
been tried, and in view of the small number 
of the little moral and pious places where 
bug-juice is sold in this community, Messrs. 
C. & G. and the other prominent dealers are 


hardly warranted in opposing high license. 


Indeed, they could richly afford to pay the 
licenses of these little moralists, if they were 
in real danger, for the sake of closing up the 
low dens. They certainly have the interests 
of the city at heart, and ought to know that 
every vile groggery wiped out is equivalent 
to the addition of a policeman to the force, 
and that if they were all wiped out it would 
be for the benefit of the decent plgces, which 
could richly afford to pay the high fee and 
thus provide the city with needed revenue 
without taxing the necessary and legitimate 
business of the city to protect it from the 
dangers n on account of these very 


dens. 
THE NORTH AND SOUTH. 
A prominent railway manager notes as one 


of the signs of the times a very remarkable 


exodus of people from the West who find 


their way to Florida, and estimates that there 
are at the present time 30,000 Northern peo- 
ple in that State. A considerable portion of 
these people, of course, is made up of those 
who go to Florida during the winter for the 
sake of their health, returning to the North 
again to spend the summer, but it is un- 
questionable that avery considerable number 
have gone there to stay and have made per- 
manent investments, as the climate is very at- 
tractive, the soil very fertile, its products re- 
munerative, and the means of transportation 
so abundant as to facilitate communication 
with the North, both for business and pleas- 
ure. 

It is unforturate for the best interests of 
the South that the Northern exodus is con- 
fined mainly to Florida. There are other 
sections equally healthy and equally remu- 
nerative to labor, and they would rapidly fill 
up if. inducements were offered. It would 
be well for thé South if a million of North- 
ern farmers and other workers would move 
into it. Its material resources would be de- 
veloped as they never have been before. 
Industry would be more remunerative. 
Production would be increased. The in- 
troduction of new methods of labor and 
improved labor-machinery would stimulate 
every department of industry. The Invest- 
ments of Northern capital whieh would fol- 
low such an exodus and the infusion of 
Northern enterprise and energy into the 
slow Southern processes would immensely 
enhance the growth and values of the South 
and expedite its material development at 
a wonderful pace. Whatthe South needs is 
some sych element or force as this, which 
will break through its cqnsérvatism and at- 
tachment to old ways and let in the new to 
take the place of the old, 

From another ‘point of view the inter- 
mingling of North and South would conduce 
to bring about an understanding between the 
two peoples, and remove the prejudices which 
will always exist in a greater or less degree 
so long as they keep apart from each other. 
There has never been a time since the War 
~hen parties of Northern men have visited 
the South or Southern men the North ina 
social manner that they have not come to un- 
derstand each other better and to fraternize 
with real good will. But these gatherings 
are always few and far between, and usually 
limited in number, so. that the effects do not 
A’ few friendships are 
made, and there may be future exchanges of 
hospitality between certain persons, but 
what is needed for a perfect un- 
derstanding is for North and South 
to mingle together, live together, and work 
together, and prejudices would soon: vanisb. 
There is no reason why this should not be 
accomplished, ‘The two sections are coming 
closer and closer together every day with the 
extension of railroad and steamboat com- 
munications, and Southern products are lit- 
erally pouring into our markets in the shape 
of lemons, Oranges, bananas, pijeapples, 
watermelons, early fruits and vegetables. 
and even fish, If the South wants Northern 
labor to help develop its soil and increase 
production, and if it wants Northern capital 
to build up its wasted industries and expand 
them, all that it has to do is to come half-way 
and invite them, and sink its prejudices, its 
ostracism, its silly assumptions of superior- 


ity, and give Northern men and Northern 


money a fair chance. If they don’t want to 
help orfre too lazy to help, let them stand 
one side and see what Northern skill and 
pluek can do for them. The only thing that 
stands in the way of Southern progress is 
Southern prejudice, So long as that exists 
there is no inducement for Northern capital. 
lists to make investments, or. for Northern 
labor to commence a southward march. 


THE Tilinois State Senate, which thus far 
has done all the work which looks towards 
legislation in the Uinois Legislature, has 
passed by 1 two-thirds vote a resolution sub- 
mitting a constitutional amendment to the 
people which shall authorize the Governor’ 
to veto particular items of an appropriation 
bill without disapproving of the entire bill.

The principle of this proposition is com- 
mended by common-sense and has been justi- 
fied by actual experience in every State and.

Thecars were heated 
with the big iron stoves that stand in the 
corners of most railway-cars, fastened only 
by a few slender rods, and ready to pour fire 
out of their red-hot jaws when overturned. 
There is no excuse for retaining these life- 
threatening heaters in use on our railroads. 
The Reading Road, which is probably the 
most perfectly administered and organized 
railroad corporation.in the country, has long 


ago discarded this style of stove. Its trains are 


warmed by Heaters that are placed outside 
the cars and under them. They are so ar- 
ranged that in case of accident they are in- 
stantly detached, As heaters they are en- 
tirely successful. As life-destroyers they 
have no record atall. The retention of the 
dangerous stove Inside the cars by our Chi- 
cago roads is due either to carelesness on the 
part of the managers, who do not know 
what improvements are being made in the 
transportation business, or else to a mer- 
cenary Willingness to expose their passen- 
gers to the chances of cremation rather than 
to incur any extra expense.

Few foreigners, in the the first quarter of the 
present century, were living in France, and it 
was not until 1860 that they much increased. By 
the census of 1881 it appeared that 878,563 for- 
eigners were living in France, their proportion. 
in the total population being 1.06 percent. By 
1801 the number had increased to 497,091, or 1.33 
per cent. In 1869 there were 635,425 foreigners, 
or. 1. % percent; In 1872, just after the war, 
when a large number of Germans had not yet 
returned, the foreigners numbered 740,000 or 2.03 
per cent. In 18%§ they numbered 901,754, or 2.17 
per cent; and, lastiy,. in 1881, the number was 
over 1,006,000, or approximately 3 per cent. Thus, 
in 1876 to 1881 the annual increase reached the 
enormous figure of 40,000. Should the rate of 
increase continue for a half-century there 
would be in 1930 nearly 4,000,000 foreigners on 
French soil.. Two means are suggested for coun- 
teracting this slow occupation of France by for- 
eigners—the popuiation Decoming more prolific 
and the workmen being less fastidious.

A “ian Cannot Get Just Over a State 
Line and Send Liquor “Cc. o. D.“ by 
Express Without Drouble. 
BURLINGTON, Vt., March 1.—[Special.]— 

Judge Wheeler, of the United States Circuit 

Court, today decided avery important point, 

involving State and National courts. The 

case is nota singular one, but the form of 
procedure in the trial thereof is novel and 
unprecedented. Briefly ‘stated, the case is 
this: John O'Neil, an ex-liquor dealer of 

Rutland. driven out of Vermont by the en- 

forcement of the liquor law, established 

himself in Whitehall, N. X., just over the 

State line, and there continued to carry on 

the liquor traffic, selling to residents of Rut- 

land, Orders for the intoxicants were sent 
to O'Neil by telegraph, mall, and express, 

The liquors so ordered were delivered in 

Rutland by express C. O. D.“ The closing 

up of the Rutland saloons by the prosecu- 

tions instituted by Editor H. W. Love, em- 
ployed by the committee of citizens, made 
the business of O’Neil very large, hundreds 
of packages coming daily on the night train, 
it being known as the “jug train.” The so- 
licitation was done mainly by means of cir- 
culars giving directions howto order, and 
also giving prices for liquor of various kinds. 

Several warrants were obtained, and the offi- 

cers made a number of seizures, stopping the 

train in the outskirts of Rutland and contis- 
cating the liquor found aboard, amounting 
in the aggregate to over 200 jugs. 

Early in January a complaint was entered 
against O'Neill erg, hit with selling, 
furnishing, and giving away liquor in Ver- 
mont contrary to law. It was claimed by 
the State’s counsel that the furnishing of 
liquor through a common carrier, where 
payment was conditioned on delivery known 
to the mercantile community as “ sending C. 
O. D.“ Was not a sale proper in New York 
but an executory contract to be completed 
when and where the delivery and payment, 
being in Vermont, the sale was here. 

The trial before Justice Wayne Bailey, of 
Rutiand,jbegan early in February. and was 
hotly. contested by numerous counsel for 
O’ Neil, and on the part of the National Ex- 
press Company by Messrs. Prout and Walker. 
After nine days of trial, during which over 
300 witnesses Were examined, including ex- 
press agents and telegraph managers, a 
motion for removal of the case to the Federal 
Courts was made by O’Neil’s counsel.

lated any State statute; that O’ Neil, being a 
citizeh of New York, his civil rights are 
abridged by atrial before a Vermont court 
on charge of violating the prohibitory liquor 
laws. O’Neil’s counsel took the ground thet 
the cause was removable under Sec. 541 of 
the revised laws. 

Judge Wheeler, in his opinion, says that 
the fact that O'Neil is a citizen of another 
State has no bearing in the case, as the right 
to removal of a cause from State to Federal 


Courts under the Civil-Rigtits bill only refers 


to a removal where a citizen residing within 
a State is denied equal civil rights in a State 
Court, and which are aranteed by the 
United States. The Civil-Rights act is in- 
tended to make the. législation of Congress 
effectual in States where the rights of citizens 
may be abridged by the State laws. If O’ Neti 
could not enforee any rights in Vermont 
courts secured by act of Con then he 
could appeal to the Federal Cou There 
is nothing in this o> that résts on any act of 
Congress.

Brarmpwoop, III., March 1.— [Special.] — 
Considerable excitement was caused this 
morning by the announcement that a new 
cave-in had oecurred, and that the water had 
again filled up the shafts. It was found that 
this rumor, iu so far as it went to say that the 
shaft had filled up agaiu, was without truth, 
but it was found to be a fact that a cave had 
occurred, leaving a hole about eight feet 
across near the end of the dump-pile. The 
rumor of the new break caused a crowd of peo- 
ple to visit the scene of the late calamity, but 
the excitement created was only momentary, 
und by the time most of the people got to the 
scene the hole was filled up and only a heap 
of freshly dug dirt testified to the fact that 
the hole had been there. The break oc- 
curred at a place in the prairie where there 
was very little water collected, consequently 
very little found its way into the mine 
through the entrance. There are several 
places near by that it is said may cave in at 
any time, and two of them are under two 
feet. of water. Should either of these 
yield to the pressure, there can 
be no doubt but that the mine would be 
flooded again. A new sink-hole was dis- 
coveted. this morning by accident by Mr. 
Frank Sherwood, of this city. He was 
standing near the pump when he saw a 
wagon going toward town, and, being anx- 
ious to get a ride, he struck out across the 
prairie toward the wagon. He had pro- 
ceeded only a short distance before he went 
through a large cake of ice upon which he 
stopped, and instantly sank up to his neck 
in water. He caught hold of the edge of the 
ice and drew himself up to safe ground. 
He says there was considerable suction, 
and that he had a hard time to get out. This 
accident is somewhat similar to the one that 
befell Manager Fordyce a few days ago, and 
verifies the statement made in Tur TRIBUNE 
that the country was honeycombed with 
these holes. The original opening has surk 
some distance, causing some fears that there 
is yet danger of more water finding its way 
into the mine by this channel. The com- 
pany have accordingly again set the dirt- 
diggers to work to furnish more material to 
be dumped into the holes.

COMPENSATION ‘OF THE LEGISLATORS. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., March 1.—[Special.]—Busi- 
ness opened up with a rus in the Senate this 
morning. First there came back from different 
committees a goodly grist of bills, most of which 
had failed to survive the ordeal of committee 
scrutiny, and were laid away onthe table. The 
Committee on Fees and Salaries presented a 
substitute fer the bills relating to the pay of 
members of the General Assembiy. This pro- 
poses to fix the pay of members at $800 for each 
regular session and at $5 per day during special 
sessions, with the present allowance for station- 
ery and mileage. 

enteen new bills were next introduced. In- 
cluded in the list were half a dozen to provide 
for the payment of the old Daft Canal claims.

MORE RAILROAD MEASURES. 

Senator Rice introduced ‘three railroad bills. 
Ong authorizes raiirvad companies to transact 
any business at any meeting of its stockholders 
where ali the stock is represented without pub- 
lishing notice for such stockbolders’ meeting. 
Anower provides that railway roiling stock heid 
under lease shali be returned for taxation the 
same as if owned by the corporation. The third 
bill ‘authorizes railroad companies to extend 
their lines or construct bPanches to points not 
named in their articles of incorporation by re- 
cording an amendment to the articies setting 
forth what the company proposes to do.

The circulars 
were sent out to the various  busi- 
ness houses of the United States have 
not met with the hearty response that was 
expected, and only a few churches have 
taken collections for the destitute here. 
There can be no doubt,” said the President 
of the Relief Committee, „that the needs of 
the people at Diamond will extend into the 
future. There are nearly 200 orphans and 
sixty widows there, and scarcely one of thein 
ean follow any occupation that would make 
her.a living. What funds we have will not 
last over a month. Nor are we assured 
of any help from the State. The bill that was 
introduced into the State Legislature asking 
for an appropriation of $10,000 for our suffer- 
ing neigh rs has met with some opposition, 
and may never be passed. Why it should be 
so I cannot imagine, for I know very well 
that the misery and suffering that surely 
exist at Diamond is no less than that which 
called for an appropriation of 850.000 for the 
sufferers from the Ohio floods. From inter- 
ested individuals we have recejved 
liberal donations, and I still hope that 
the people who bave the interests 
of the suffering people of Diamond at heart 
will rememder that this matter of relief must 
be a permanent one, and not to relieve only 
the — distress. Nearly 1,000 were 
spent in the purchase of dry goods, gro- 
ceries, etc., for the afflicted families on the 
first day. The committee canvassed the town 
since that time. Nearly as much has been 
spent, showing the fund now accumu- 
lated will not last a great time. About $300 
was received during the last twenty-four 
hours.“ :

CHICAGO VIEWS. 
MR. WHEELER THINKS THE ELEVATOR 
CHARGES ARE SMALL ENOUGH NOW. 

The attention of Mr. Wheeler, of the firm 
of Munger, Wheeler & Co., was called yes- 
terday toa bill introduced into the State 
Legislature providing for a decrease in the 
commission to be charged by elevators for 
storing grain.- Mr. Wheeler did not know 
what it meant. He did not see any reason 
why anybody should suspect that the eleva- 
tors were making too much money. ‘The el- 
evators’ capacity was not more than half oc- 
cupied, and they found it difficult to pay 
their running expenses with the commission 
they now charged. 

A STATE BANK EXAMINER. 

Mr. L. J. Gage, Vice-President of the First 
National Bank, was asked yesterday for his 
opinion of a bill proposed in the State Legis- 
lature providing for the appointment of a 
State Bank Examiner for all except National | 
banks. Ile said the idea was a good one, but 
that the reform ought to go back of that. 
“Whatts wanted,” said he, “is a State 
banking law, which we haven't got now. 
There is now no provision for incorporating 
new State banks, and people proposing to 
start new ones either have to secure the 
charter of some defunct concern or else start 
the business as a private firm. We need not

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RAY’S BAIL BOND BILL. | 

Senator Ray’s bill to require persons offering 
themselves as sureties for criminais toswear to 
schedules of their property had better luck. 
Although it bas met with considerable op- 
position, the bill was advanced to third reading 
without a contest, the committee amendments 
being adupted. As amended the bill now reads 
as iollows: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted, ete., That Sec. 2, Div. 3, 
of an “Act to revise the law in relation to 
criminai jurisprudence,”’ being Chap. 38 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1874, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 1 

“Sec. 2. All recognizanves in criminal cases 
shall be taken to the péople of the State of Lili- 
nols, and when not taken in a court of record, 
in n court, shall be signed by the persons 
entering into the same, and approved and certi- 
tied by the Judge, Justice of the Peace, or other 
officer taki the same.

A CIRCUS. 

The Senate having been industrious for sev- 
eral weeks, the latent tendency towards a circus 
manifested itself when the speciai order was 
reached—the consideration of the majority and 
minority reports from the Railroad Committee 
on Shaw's bill providing for the election of 

Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
and Needles’ bill to extend their terms of office: 
These reports were printed in 4 Taln- 
Un. Shaws bill was favored by the Democrats 
ina body in the bope of .manufacturing some 
political capital out of it, and they were assisted 
in their efforts to advance it by a few Repub- 
licans who are about as apt to vote with the op- 
position as with their own party, as, for in- 
stance, Senators Whiting, Woite, Morris, and 
Rice, as well as by afew others who innocentiy 
fell into the Democratic trap. The wrangle 
lasted over two hours, motion being piled upon 
motion, partly for the purpose of securing delay 
and partly for the purpose of bothering Senator 
Mason, who was in the chair for the first time. 

The contest revealed the fact that a majority 
of those present favored Shaw's bill, and they, 
of course, were finally successful in advancing 
that bill to second reading, and in tabling 
Needies’ bill. They found it difficult, however, 
to carry their point, because their opponents 
resorted to filibustering, and increased the par- 
liamentary perplexities of the situation by hav- 
ing both bills considered together. 

Motions to reconsider were entered, and the 
contest will be fougbt over again, with some 
prospect that the result may not be the same. 

Just before adjournment Senator Lemma en- 
tered a motion to reconsider the yote by which 
Morris’ bill to permit indictments to be amended 
failed to get through. I isto be feared, how- 
ever, that the bill cannot be passed. 


THE HOUSE. 
COUNTY TREASURERS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 1—([Special.]—The 
County Treasurer of Stephenson County having 
just died, and the present law providing no way 
for the succession until the special election to 
fill the vacancy, Mr. Cronkrite this morning in- 
troduced a bill providing that in such cases the 
County Board may appoint a successor to hold 
until the election. 

BRIDGE TAXES. 0 

Mr. Purnell, for the purpose of providing a 
more certain way to get at the tax-fighting 
bridge companies, introduced a bill tg legalize 
assessments for taxes already levied but uncol- 
lected on bridges ,crossing navigable streams. 
In case of failure Or neglect to pay such taxes, 
the county can commence suit in the 
bame of the county in any court 
of competent jurisdiction or the 
collection of such taxes. In case of appeals, 
the bridge companies or persons owning and 
controlling bridges, as well as the people, are 
allowed an appeal from the county to the Su- 
preme Court. Previous to such appeal, how- 
ever, the bridge folks shall deposit the amonnt 
of the county tax with tne County Treasurer. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS. _ 

Mr. Morrison, of the Judiciary Committee, 
unioaded an armful of reports on sundry bills 
and resolutions. The rate of mortality was 
Tully as large as usual. One of the most im- 
portant of the committee verdicts was one 
recommending the adoption of Mr. Bethea’s 
joint resolution, submitting to the people a con- 
stitutional amendment allowing the Governor to 
veto separate items in appropriation bills. The 
committee reported adversely on a bill autbor- 
izing a two-thirds verdict of a petit jury in civil 
cases. 

The Committee on Jtdicial Department, 
among Other things, reported favorably on the 
bill to probibit the selling of toy-pistols, and 
recommended the printing of the bill probipit- 
ing members of the General Assembly trom ac- 
cepting or using railroad passes. 

A CLEVER RUSE THAT DIDN’T WORK. 

Mr. Parker, of Cook, threw the saloon gang

PUMPING THE SEPULCHRE. 


The Seventy-seven Dead Miners Still 
Far Beyond Reach—Another 
Sink-Hole. 


Bnalpwoop, III., March 1.— [Special.]! — 
Considerable excitement was caused this 
morning by the announcement that a new 
cave-in had occurred, and that the water had 
again filled up the shafts. It was found that 
this rumor, in so far as it went to say that the 
shaft had filled up agaiu, was without truth, 
but it was found to be a fact that a cave had 

occurred. leaving a hole about eight feet 
across near the end of the dump-pile. The 
rumor of the new break caused a crowd of peo- 
ple to visit the scene of the late calamity, but 
the excitement created wasonly momentary, 
and by the time most of the people got to the 
scene the hole was filled up and only a heap 
of freshly dug dirt testified to the fact that 
the hole had been there. The break oc- 
curred ata place in the prairie where there 
was very little water collected, consequently 
very little found its way into the mine 
through the entrance. There are several 
places near by that it is said may cave in at 
any time, and two of them are under two 
feet of water. Should either of these 
yield to the pressure, there can 
be no doubt but that the mine would be 
flooded again. A new sink-hole was dis- 
covered this morning by accident by Mr. 
Frank Sherwood, of this city. He was 
standing near the pump when he saw a 
wagon going toward town, and, being anx- 
ious to get a ride, he struck out across the 
prairie toward the wagon. He had pro- 
ceeded only a short distance before he went 
through a large cake of ice upon which he 
stopped, and instantly sank up to his neck 
in water. He caught hold of the edge of the 
joe and drew himself up to safe ground. 
He says there was considerable suction, 
and that he had ahard time to getout. This 
accident is somewhat similar to the one that 
befell Manager Fordyce a few days ago, and 
verifies the statement made in Tur TRIBUNE 
that the country was honeycombed with 
these holes. The original opening has sunk 
some distance, causing some fears that there 
is yet danger of more water finding its way 
into the mine by this channel. The com- 
pany have accordingly again set the dirt- 
diggers to work to furnish more material to 
be dumped into the holes. 
IR LABORS OF THE DAY. 

At the air and main shafts, werk has been 
progressing more favorably today than yes- 
terday. The locomotive which operates the 
airshaft pumps has again been placed at the 
disposal of the company and is doing good 
work. In the morning the present steain 
connection between the engine and pumps 
will be changed, ana one of the large Knowles 
pumps will be substituted for one of the 
lighter Crane Bros. pumps. This new pump, 
if a sufficient amount of steam can be fur- 
nished, will throw a continuous stream of 
water six inches in diameter. This, with 
the other one on the abandoned shaft, will 
take more water than the buckets and all the 
other pumps combined. 

Every evening the man who takes the 
measurement of the water removed goes 
down into the shaft and makes a sharp search 
for any bodies that might have risen to the 
surface. 

RELIEF. 

Relief has been coming in very slowly the 
last twenty-four hours, causing some fear 
that a sufficient fund cannot be raised to 
more than cover the immediate needs of the 
unfortunate — who have suffered 
from the calamity. ‘The circulars that 
were sent out to the various busi- 
ness houses of the United States have 

not met with the hearty response that was 
expected, and only a few churches have 
taken collections for the destitute here. 
There can be no doubt,“ said the President 
of the Relief Committee, ** that the needs of 
the people at Dianiond will extend into the 
future. There are nearly 200 orphans and 
_sixty widows theré, and scarcely one of them 
ean follow any occupation that would make 
her a living. hat funds we have will not 
las} over a month. Nor are we assured 
of any help from the State. The bill that was 
introduced into the State Legislature asking 
for an appropriation of $10,000 for our suffer- 
ing neig rs has met with some opposition, 
and may never be passed. Why it should be 
so I cannot imagine, for I know very well 
that the misery and suffering that surely 
exist at Diamond is no less than that which 
called for an appropriation of $50,000 for the 
sufferers from the Ohio floods. From inter- 
ested individuals we have recejved 
liberal donations, and I still hope that 
the people who: have the interests 
of the suffering people of Diamond at heart 
will remember that this matter of relief must 
be a permanent one, and not to relieve only 
the immediate distress. Nearly 1,000 were 
spent in the purchase of dry goods, gro- 
ceries, etc., for the afflieted families oh the 
first day. The committee canvassed the town 
since that time. Nearly as much has been 
spent, showing that the fund now accumu- 
| lated will not last a great time. About $300 
was received during the last twenty-four 
hours.“ ö

THE WEDDING LAST NIGHT AT WASHINGTON 
A BIG DAY FOR THE FLORISTS, 


WasnHineton, D. C., March 1.—[Special. | 
—The wedding of Senator Horace Tabor, of 
Colorado, and Miss Lizzie Bonduel McCourt 
took place at the Willard Hotel this evening. 
In itseif and its appointments it was the so- 
cial sensation vf the season. The two hand- 
some parlors of the hotel were surrendered 
to Gov. Tabor for the occasion, and under his 
orders and directions a perfect fairyland was 
made of them. In one, where at 9 o’clock 
the ceremony was performed by Father Cha- 
pelle, of St. Matthew’s Church, besides the 
massing of growing flowers and plants 
before the mirrors, over 300 yards of 
smilax entwined with rose buds, tulips, jap- 
onicas, and other rare flowers were used in 
festooning the pillars and the ehandeliers. 
In the other a table was laid for twenty- 
eight. In itscentre, from afloral arch, hung 
a white marriage-bell, and under it lay a 
wreath of rosebuds, typifymg the wedding- 
ring. Surmounting the arch was a heart of 
roses pierced by an arrow of violets shot 
from cupid’s bow of heliatrope. The main 
ornaments of the ends of the table were no- 
table for the marvelous perfection 
of the flowers which: composed them. 
They represented huge four-leaved 
clovers, two opposit leaves in each being of 
jacqueminat roses and the other two of pure 
white camellias interwoven with sweet vio- 
lets. Around the table ran a garland of buds, 
entwined with smilax. On a side-table stood 
the bride-cake, and over it was a large bell- 
shaped canopy of roses and rosebuds lined 
with the same. The lower edge was trimmed 
with huge calla lilies, and from each side to 
the floor gracefully Rung drooping smilax 
and rosebuds, forming the sides of the 
canopy. The chandeliers were  fes 
tooned with smilax, and everywhere 
were evidences of good taste and 
lavish expenditure. The bride wore a toilet 
of whiteembossed moire trimnibd with Mara- 
bout feathers, with low neck and short 
sleeves. She wore white slippers and the 
traditional veil, The ensemble was complete, 
for, though she wore no jewels of any kind, 
her exceptional beauty made the toilet brill- 
iant. She is 2 years of age and of full, fine

daughter. There were no advance invitations 
and consequently no presents, except the 
‘groom’s gift to his bride—a necklace not yet 
finished by the jewelers, which will contain 
$50,000 worth of diamonds. The after- cards, 
of which large numbers will be sent out, 
read: Mr. and Mrs. Horace Tabor, mar- 
ried Washington, D. C., March 1, 1883.” 
They are bound in silver three-quarters of 
an inch deep on the upper and right-hand 
edges in hand-wrought designs. Mr. and 
Mrs. Tabor will remain in Washington a 
few days and then go to New York.

The river at Bvaneville had not risen high 
enough to damage any property, though the 
back-water in the sewers h ed a num- 
ber of basements. The Water has fallen 
some seven or eight feet ce the extreme 
high-water mark was reached, and now ev- 
erything is high and dry here, much to 
the satisfaction of the citizens. The 
Queen City had run less than a mile 
down the river when the panorama of deso- 
lation and waste began to unfold itself on 
either side of the river. No one who is un- 
acquainted with these overflows can begin to 
realize what the water has done in the way 
of causing damage to property and suffering 
among the people. The sight as seen from 
the boat for a distance of seventy miles was 
awful, at times neither bank being lu sight, 
and only the tree-tops and house-tops being 
visible above the surface of the water. The 
weather was beautitul, and the bright sun 
appeared to be mocking at the ruin it gazed 
upon. 
SIGHTS NEVER BEFORE WITNESSED. 

The pilot of the Queen City said he had 
traveled on the river for twenty years, and 
had never witnessed such a sight before, and 
other old river men aboard echoed the state- 
ment.

PEOPLE IMPRISONED BY THE FLOOD. 

One house in Haddan Township, Suilivan 
County, was discovered to contain forty per- 
sons who sought refuge there from the high 
water. There were two dead bodies in the 
house, victims of the exposure and cold, 
The bodies could not be interred because of 
the high water. These people were all cared 
for as well as could be expected. 

Mr. John W beeler, a farmer whom I met 
in Haddan Township, says there are num- 
bers of people yet imprisoned on spots of 
high ground and houses, which no one can 
reach without encountering great difficulty. 

Mr, Wheeler’s son was out on’ the water 
Wednesday in a relief boat. He heard cries 
of distress in different directions, but he was 
unabie to reach them in his craft on account 
of driftwood and ice. , 

No accurate estimates as to the losses can 

ret be made, but Mr. Wheeler is of the opin- 
on that the loss to property in Haddan 
Township, Sullivan County, Indiana, will 
exceed $50,000, 

Near Fairbanks, in Sullivan County, thir- 
ty-six head of fine cattle were drowned on 
the Drake farm. David Shastene lost a team 
of fine horses. Half a dozen mules belong- 
ing to Mr. Samuel Walker had an experience 


finally rescued. They were standing near a 
rail-tence, and to appease their hunger—al- 
though unable to get out of the ice—gnawed 
the rails for food. 

Mr. David Shastene was confined to the 
garret of his house two days and nights 
without food or fire. He finally succeeded 
in gathering sufficient driftwood to make a 
raft, and escaped with his family and a blind 
old man who was living with him. 

Mr. Murphy, of York, states that the pres- 
ent flood was six inches higher than that of 
1875, and two, inches lower than the biggest 
flood ever known—in 1828. The levee along 
Mr. Murphy’s farm is gone, entailing a loss 
of $1,000, As an illustration of the terrible 
Overflow, there were counted thirteen large 
breaks of the levee from the upper end of 
Greenfield Levee to Darwin, a distance of 
about fifteen miles, creating damage of from 
$30,000 to $50,000,

$15,000 for tr ‘s purpose to assist in the work. 

Mrs. Harden and three children were con- 
fined in their house in Darwin Township 
Clark County, III., from Friday last antil 
Monday. When rescued the children were 
almost dead from hunger, and were perfect- 
ly helpless. 

Mr. Perry Murphy has lived fifty-three 
years at York, on the Wabash. This flood 
has been far more severe on him than any 
other during that time. His levee is entirely 
washed away at a loss of $1,500. He loses 
600 bushels of corn and a great amount of 
fencing. 

There are seyenty persons yet confined in 
four small houses above Hutsonville, on the 
Indiana side of the river. Most of them 
have lost everything they possessed in the 
world. Along about Hutsonvilie, on the IIli- 
nois side, the levees are terribly destroyed, 
and $25,000 will not put them in as good con- 
dition as they were before the flood. 

A PLUCKY WOMAN. 

Mrs. John Wright was seen laboring in- 
dustriously to save their property. She was 
alone when the levee broke in front of her 
house, In true heroic style she set to work 
and built a scaffold high above her head 
upon which she placed all her househo! 
goods that she could lift. Many of these 
people were also compelled to build scaffolds 
for the succor of their stock, Comprehend- 
ing the gradual rise of the water, they would 
build a temporary platform of fence rails 
upon which they would throw a quantity of 
straw, and drive their stock upon it. This is 
a novel-plan of saving hogs, sheep, and 
cattle from drowning.

every day in the week, and enough expeuses to 
keep himself in pocket money. They could do 
all of their business in about thirty days in the 
year, but it appears to take them 365 days, from 
the fact that they are constantly quarreiing 
among themselves, and make the excuse that 
the county institutions need watching. If the 


heads of the institutions are not what they 


should be, it is clearly the fault of the Commis- 
sioners, andt' is argument, therefore, falls to 
the ground. They spend most of their time, and 
always have, in un ming quarrels and un- 
necessary visitatione. and charge the county

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 
AN INSPECTION OF THE NEW: COND! ~. 
Some thirty-odd gentlemen were inviteca _ 2s- 


terday morning by Mr. J. Ensign Fuller to look 


over the conduit system now being laid from 
the Town of Lake, on Wentworth avenue, for 
the purpose of placing telegraph, telephone, 
electric light, and electric power wires under 
ground. A Txispune reporter was in the 
party, There were no city als along, 
and no politicians, simply a number of private 
gentiemen who are the stockholders in the new 
corporation. There is a trench dug about a 
foot wide, which will be six feet deep when the 
street is up to grade. A worse place to lay the 
conduit could not have been chosen for this 
season of the year, for it is on low ground, and 
to keep out the water is about baif the labor, 
and it greatiy impedes the prowress of the work. 
The conduit fs laid in the trench in sec- 
tions of four teet each, and is four 
inches square when closed. The conduit 
is so laid that the upper of 
each section overlaps the next oue- half, and 
they can thus be cut off and shortened at any 
point. The casting weighs but 
pounds to the foot, and when closed makes a 
solid pipe which will not sag. The jaterior is 
d with shelves for the wires, which are 
aid on wire-gage cloth, and there is room in 
each such conduit for 300 copper wires in cables, 
such as are used for ordinary telegraphic pur- 
poses. At every twenty-five or fifty feet, as 
ay be required, there are places capped, from 
which telegraph, telephone, or electric light 
wires can be carried separately into buildings. 
Electric lights, by this system, can be shut 
off from any one ‘house or floor 
ou 1 circuit, the same as 


the permanent cables, and the upper sheives 
are left for local wires, which can be caught at 
any point and carried into any bouse through 
a small leaden tube or iron pipe. 4 

At each street-corner there ig a large man- 
hole, through which the conduit agn be reached 
and new wires inserted and repaigs made. At 
present there are two twenty-wi abies on the 
ground belonging to the Postal Talegraph Com- 
pany, which will be laid in the duit. This 
cable is thoroughly insulated ih rubber and 
ages and incased in solid lead pipe, 

he telegraph company has its poles up, 
ready to make a test with the cables 
when a mile is completed. which will be in a few 
weeks. There are now fifty men at work, but 
they have encountered quicksand as well as 
large volumes of water, and this sometimes re- 
tards r ke ö 

Mr. J. T. Goodfellow, the inventor, and a 
practical gas and water engineer, is supervising 
the work. He says that the system is a success 
in Philadelphia, and will prove so here. The 
conduit is made airtight by a combination of 
pitch and Portiand cement, which is 4 in 
the crevices. Prof. Barrett and Prof. Gray both 
indorse it. When a mile is completed telegraph, 
electric light, and telephone tests will be made. 
It will cost an average of about $10,000 a mile to 
lay it in Chicago, perhaps less. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


MEANS OF ESCAPE IN CASE OF FIRE-—IN- 
SPECTION OF THE SKINNER AND THROOP 
SCHOOLS. 

Continuing the work of inspecting the pubiic- 
school buildings with special reference to risk 
of life in case of fire, Mr. Thomas Brenan, of 
the School Board, and Mr. D. E. Wilkie, Build-: 
ing Inspector, examined the Skinner and Throop 
schools yesterday morning. The common fault 
of school buildings was’ discovered in the first- 
named building. The steam coils are so near the 
woodwork as to impinge upon it at several 
points. This is in direct violation of tne build- 
ing ordinance and is unsafe, for it has been 
proved time and again that steam coils, when 
heated very botin cold weather, will set fire to 
w or paper. The bojler-room was found in 
excellent condition, with no danger from that 
source. Under the basement stairs, bowever, 
was found a closet filled with paper and rags, in 
which if a fire should start it would quiekiy be 
communicated to all parts of the building. Mr. 
Brenan ordered the janitor to clear this out, and 
will probably report in favor of isolating the 
steam coils from the pipes. The facilitfes for 
exit were, in the Opinion of the Inspectors, am- 


pie. 
The main impression the visitors carried away 


from the Throop School was that it is very bigh- 
ly favored in respect of good-looking lady- 
teachers. If the guests remained lohger ut this 
school than was absolutely necessary to inspect 
its facitities for escape from fire, perhaps this is 
the reason. Thesame main difficulty was visi- 
ble here as in the other schools. The steam coils 
are too near the woodwork, and here and there 
were evidences that litter was allowed to ae- 
cumulate around. them. An experiment was 
tried at this school to see how long it would take 
to empty the building. The big gong in the hall 
was struck three times, and in four and oue- halt 
minutes the 1.100 scholars nad put away their 
books, donned their outer clotbes, and were on 
the streets, wondering and yet delighted at their 
sudden and early dismissal.

JUSTICE WALSH. 
HIS STATEMENT OF THE TROUBLE ABOUT 
HAT JEWELRY. 

Justice Walsh bas a word to say in relation to 
the difficulty between himself and his son-in- 
law, Mr. T. T. Waters, which resulted in Judge 
Knickerbocker ordering the Justice’s commit- 
ment to jail for contempt of court because he 
retused to deliver to his son-in-law, as adminis- 


trator, certain pieces- of jewelry belonging to 
his wife. The Justice says that the statement 
that the jewelry in question was presented to 
his daughter by ber husband is untrue. The 
property was bought by bimsetf ten or eleven 


. years ago and presented to the daughter by ber 


mother, and this fact the Justice proved in 
court. Furthermore, as he desired the articles 
as keepsakes, he offered in open court to pay 
any fair valuation at which the property might 
be appraised to Mr. Waters. This offer was re- 
fused, and the Justice then declined to give up 
the jeweiry. 

He called into court as a witness Peacock the 
jeweler, from whom the articles were bought 
originally, and proved by him that the cost was 
$70.. Then he offered to pay thal amount over, 
and made a tender of the cash on the spot. This 
proposition was not accepted by the other side, 
however. and tne Justice then declined to give 
up the jewelry. 

He justifies this action on the ground that Sec. 
81 of the Revised Statutes, under which Judge 
Kniekerbecker ordered his commitment, pro- 
vides that any person who refuses to deliver to 
an administrator property belonging to an es- 
tate, or the proceeds of such property, if it shall 
have been converted. shall be liable to commit- 
ment for contempt. Justice Walsh. contends 
that be has simply converted this property to his 
own use, and that, having tendere the value 
thereof, he is not liable for contempt under the 
statute.

t they have themselves written with com- 

mon ink on ridged paper, or what others bave 
written. However, this is at best a slow, tedivus, 
and complicated manner of teachima, in which 
there are many impediménts, as similarity of 
letters, lengthy words, ete., and it requires a 
number of years of study for a pupil to gee & 
any degree of elliciency. To avoidyome of these 
hindrances a system of punctuation has been 
introduced, by which letters and words are in- 
dicated by means of dots. Yet this latter sys- 
tem, while it is considered animprovement over 
the Roman alfabet, still has the disady antagee 
of being very complex, and only intelligibi@to 
those copnected with the institutions in whicn 
it is practiced and their graduntes. Hence the 
superiority of the now 60 popular aud geueraliy 
understood systems of shorthand are percepti- 
ble to the most casual observer. e common 
long hand is conceded by all to be entirely be- 
hind this of steam and electricity; for those 
who are able to take in whole sentences at a 
glance. How much more so must it be so for a 
po who is compelled to decipher each letter 

y the sense of touch? Conseqventiy a system 
of epee Hy sn requires fewer strokes of the 
pen and space for longest words ia the 
vocabulary thau a single letter of the old alfa- 
bet should need no further argument to call for 
a general discussion of the subject and its in- 
dorsement by principals of institutions for the 
blind, scholars, stenographers, and other public- 
epirited men. 

The advantages of the English and American 
over the Teutonic systems of sborthand are ap- 
parent to ail, from the fact hat in the former 
countries it has become exteusively and genér- 
ally into use, notwitbstanding that it has had to 
battle for almost dvery inch of ground over 
which it has p r while in Germany it has 
been encouraged by the Government and taught 
in nearly all the civil and military academies 
and colleges. And yet tiie latter country is far io 
the rear of ours in the general and practical use 

And it is rr that the practi- 
cal, progressive, and philanthropic Americans 
should allow our German bretpren to su persede 
us in the introduction of a reform Which prom- 
ises to aid many thousands of our iess fortunate 
— beings to live better and mere useful 

ives.

HISTORY OF ag etal 


The Number of. Pensioners Cared For 
by the United States—Over Six Hundred 
and Fitty Millions of Dollars Paid Out 
Since. the Founding of the Govern- 
ment. 

L Pickaway” in Cincinnati Enquirer. ISloce 
the foundation of the Goverument its policy in 
relation to pensions and pensioners has under- 
gone a radical change, and that change has been 
for the worse. It may be that when the thirteen 
colonies emerged trom the terribie struggle with 
the mother country they were too poor and too 
greatly burdened with debt to pursue the course 
that ia followed today, when the country bas 
reachedra peried of such miraculous develop- 
ment and unexampled prosperity. 

In 1776 the Continental Congress provided by a 
series of resolutions that all soldiers and sea- 
men who were wounded or disabled while in the 


‘service of their country in the Revoluuonary 


War so as to be unable thereafter of getting a 
livelihood,” should receive during lite or such 
disability, one-half of his moatnly pay after such 
pay as a soldier or sailor should cease. Proof to 
entitie each applicant to a pension had to be 
produced, and tbe State Legislatures were au- 
thorized to appolnt persons to receive and ex- 
amine claimants’ certiticates. Iu 1778 and in 
April. 1782, resolutions were adopted extending 
the provisions of 1770. pon. these resolu tions 
adopted by the Colonial Sonat rest the present 
pension system of the United States. Under 
these acts each colony paid its pensioaers, 
and made —— reports to the Board of 
War. in 1730 the United, States assumed 
the payment of pensions for one year. By 
acts of 1790 and 1791 the United States assumed 
the payment of pensions for two years, and in 


1792, by act of Congress, the pensions were con- 


firmed for life and their payments assumed by 
the United States.

This law 
still practically controls the payment of pen- 
sions to Revolutionary pensioners. The law of 
Maro 18, 1818, persioned all rsons who par- 
ticipated in the Revolutionary War, and chan 

the pensions from invalid to gratuitous, 
law has never deen repealed, but has beet tn 
ified by several subsequent acts.

From it may be 
tracea the widening ot that policy which bas 
broadened into the present system in which 
a pension is no longer a lawful debt the Govern-

Trial of Eugene Dougherty for the 
Murder of Nicholas Johns. 

In the Dougherty and Slater trial yesterday 
morning the court-room was crowded when 
State’s-Attorpey Mills made the opening speech 
for the prosecution. He gave the details of the 
crime, read the statutes bearing on the subject 
of murder, and said the State would prove that 
Dougherty kilied Nicholas Jobus. 

Mr. O’Brien spoke for nearly an hour in de- 
fense of his clients. 

Officer Murnane said he was notified of the 
murder on the morning of Aug. 17, and accom- 
panied Lieut. Kipley in a search for the murder- 
ers. They went to Cooper's saloon, 202 Van Bu- 
rea street, and found Dougherty, who answered 
the description of the murderer... He searched the 
prisoner and found a revoiver in bis hip- pocket. 
While searching him Dougherty foil in a fit, but 
soon recove On the way to the station 
Dougherty had several fits. In the prisoner's 
pockets he found several coins which were sup- 
posed to be stolen from James Bradley's house 
on West Harrison street the night previous. 
‘ne witness said that Dougherty asked bim at 
the station: If a man came at you with a club, 
wouldn't you shoot bim?’ Dougherty said he 
wisbed he had been shot before he came to the 
station. The witness said that Rowley was in 
the saloon when Dougherty was arrested, but 
was not taken into custedy because he was not 
supposed to be implicated 
Slater was arrested at that time. 
ley and Hall wete brought in afterwards. 
Witness identified a shaoby green coat and vest 
and a battered-looking a hen: that were worn by 
Dougherty at the time be was arrested. The 
revuiver taken from the prisoners® was also 
identified. Three chambers were empty and 
four barrels loaded. 

Detective Bontield testified to — hel 
several conversations with Dougherty. In qhe 
of these the prisoner told him he was in a bad 
fix, because Rowley was making statements 
that he (Dougherty) fired the fatal shot. This 
conversation. occurred in the station w 
Dougherty was in a cell. The prisoner sai 
be wasn’t there at all, and asked Slater, 
who was iu another cell, if what he said was not 
true. Slater said it was. Dougherty then de- 
sumed a prayerful attitude, and said: So help 
me Mary, Joseph, and Jesus, [ never fired the 
shot. e then begged to have Gus Van Buren 
sent for, and said he had done nothing wrong 
Since be came out of the penitentiary] he was 
only a poor, drunken bum, dying of consump- 
tion. About ten minutes after this conversa- 
tion the witness saw Dougherty again in bis 
cell, and Dougherty said, referring to the mur- 
dered man: “He was going for me with a club, 
and I bad to defend niyseif.” The prisoner heey 
peared to be quite rational at the time. 

On the cross-examination the witness ad- 
mitted that he bad lied to the prisoner on two 
occasions. One was in giving him an excuse 
about not be able Aes get Van Buren and the 
other was in telling,the prisoner that whatever 
statements he — 1 to im would not be used

ness said he saw Dougherty and Rowley to- 
gether on Congress street. Tee witness spoke 
to Ruwiey, whom he knew. and when Dougher- 
ty turned his face toward him he know it wes 
the same man whom be bad seen two hours be- 
ae in his. back parlor. Dougherty bad a pair 
of shoes of his arm, and witness asked ‘him 
what he was doing with them: Dougberty, 
with an oath, said it was none 
of the witness’ busipvess, and made a movement 
asifto drawa revolver. The witness said he 
had a gun himeelf, and was about to draw, tov. 
Howie said something to Dougherty, and they 
disappeared in an aliey.. He saw Dougherty, 
Rowley, end two others about 7 o'clock on Do- 
puyster street, going towards Jefferson. He did 
not think Dougherty was very drunvk—he would 
call him * beastly sober™—at the time be saw 
him on Congress street.

New HAveEnN, Conn., Feb. 26.—[Editor of the 
New York Times.}—I have just received a copy 
of the Compendium of the Census, and i dave 
amused myself by combining some of the data 
given there with those in the reports of the 
Bureau of Statistics. The capital invested in 
manufacturing in the United States in 1880 was 
2. 700,000. 000: wages paid, $948,000,000 to 2,700,000 
hands (average, $1.17 per day); materials used, 

400.000. 000; produced, $5,300, The man- 
ufacturers therefore raised the prodact $1,100,- 
000.000 in value. In 1880 the duties collected on 
imports under the tariff uveraged 43% per cent 
on dutiable imports—143% : 100 :: 5,300 : 8,700. 
The product of manufacturing industry in 
this country, as above given, was therefore 
worth in the world’s market $3,700,000, —
